PREMIER ON EUR@PEAN 
RELIEF 


Commander King-Hall (Ind.. Nat. Ormski 
asked the Prime Minister whether the Gpvareanens 
would endeavour to establish an Allied Committee 
composed of Ministers of Cabinet rank empowered 
to co-ordinate the activities of the various organisa. 
tiods, national and international, concerned with 
relief measures in Europe ? 

Mr. Churchill replied : The United Nations Relief 
and Rehabilitation Administration is already charged 
uader the terms of the Agreement signed at Washing- 
ton on November 9, 1943, by all the United Nations 
with the duty of co-ordinating relief measures. 
though its power to do so is of course subject to the 
consent of the member Governments concerned. 
The Council which controls the policy of this inter- 
national body consists of representatives of the 
United Nations, most of whom are of rank corres- 
ponding to that of Cabinet Ministers. It is the Com- 
mittee of the Council for Europe which meets in 
London which ts specially concerned with relief 
measures in Europe. The administration maintains 
close touch with the Allied military authorities and 
endeavours to combine its relief measures with 
theirs. No useful purpose would appear to be served by 
attempting to set up another Allied Committee for 
the same purpose. 


Commander King-Hall asked if something more - 


could not be done to prevent some of the overlapping 
which was taking place between Unrra relief teams, 
the Red Cross and other organisations working 
with the Allied military commands. 

Mr, Churchill: [ am doubtful whether prevention 
of the overlapping would be facilitated by the con- 
struction of such a committee as my hon. and gallant 
friend has suggested. | 

Lady. Astor (Con., Plymouth) asked if the com- 
miitees were taking charge of the hundreds of 
Polish women now suffering untold hardships in 
Germany and really in a very parlous condition. 

.Mr. Churchill said he could not conceive any reason 
why they should exclude the task of aiding the victims 
of misfortune such as Lady Astor had mentioned 
from the purview of their activities, but he was willing 
to find out whether they had neglected it, and if so, 
why. 

Mr. Kenneth Lindsay (Ind. Nat., Kilmarnock) 
asked what British Departments were concerned in 
different aspects of European relief and reconstruc- 
von. 


Co-ordinating System Explained 


Mr. Churchill: The principal responsibility in 
these matters hes with the Foreign. Office, the War 
Office and the Ministry of Production. Their action 
and that of other Departments concerned is co- 
ordinated in the normal way, by means of Cabinet 
Commiitees and otherwise. The combined organ- 
isation imclude the Combined Boards, the United 
Nations Relief and Rehabilitation Administration, 
the Provisional Executive for European Inland 
Transport, the United Nations Maritime 
Authority, the European Coal Organisation and the 
Emergency Economic Committee for Europe. The 
Emergency Economic Committee for Europe, which 
held its first meeting on May 28, will also, where 
appropriate, concert the action of specialist organisa- 
trons in the European field. 

Mr. Churchill received favourably a suggestion to 
issue a White Paper explaining the number of bodies 
dealing with different aspects of this problem in 
Europe. 

Mr. Lindsay asked whether he would define the 
duties to be entrusted to the Minister of State 
(Mr. Mabane) and the Chancellor of the Duchy of 
Lancaster (Sir Arthur Salter). 

Me. Churchill: Yes, Sir. Both will assist the 
Foreign Secretary. The Minister of State will assist 
him in the general conduct of foreign policy and the 


Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster on matters:

the economic side. In particular the Chancellor of 
the Duchy will be the United Kingdom representa- 
tive on, and for the time being Chairman of, the 
Emergency Economic Committee for Europe.

We should be getting some kind of 
organisation going which would be linked up with 
the Allied Control in various parts of Europe, and 
there should be a bureau which would act as a 
clearing house for information so that families 
might be reunited and people settled once more.”

Hon. Officers and the Jewish 
Fellowship 
THE ANNUAL BUDGET 


A largely attended meeting of the Council 
of the United Synagogue was presided over by 
the President, Sir Robert Waley Cohen, on Monday, 
at Woburn House, when the get for the forth- 
coming ycar was presented. 

Mr. J. Mendel asked the President whether he 
and his fellow bon. officers of the United Syna- 
gogue—Mr, Frank Samuel and Mr. Henry Giedhill 
—approved of the letter published in the 
SreeatTHaM News of i) 13 and written by the 

ising Secretary the . Jewish Fellowship, 
which, inter alia, called Zionism Fascism, 
and whether in view of this letter the three Hon. 
Officers of the United Synagogue would resign their 
positions on the Council of the Jewish Fellowship. 

Sir Robert replied that he 
in the press but reports of a speech, and he 
immediately wrote to the Chairman of the Or- 

isation concerned and protested against what 
happened, and he had protesied altogether 
against this body going into political matters when 
its whole purpose was described as being to en- 
courage the respect for religion in the Jewish 
Community and to encourage its force im the life 
of all Jews. That object, said Sir Robert, was one 
of which he and his colleagues, and, he was sure, 
everyone in that hall, must wholeheartedly approve, 
and if the Fellowship kept to that object and did 
its work weil, it would render a great service to 
the community. But going into’ politics was 
utterly outside the scope ef their work, and if 
that were to continue he, naturally, would not wish 
to take any part in it. Sir Robert said that the 
Chairman of the Fellowship had given him the 
assurance that mistakes of that kind would not 
be repeated. Sir Robert intimated that should 
such occurrences continue neither he nor his col- 
leagues would remain wrth such a body. 


| Financial Progress 
Dr. M. Epstein began his budget speech by re- 
viewing the financial progress of the United 


Synagogue during the war period. At the Con- 
stituent Synagogues alone membership had grown 
from just under 11,000 in 1938 to over 13,700 in 
1944, and the membership of all Synagogues con- 
nected with the United Synagogue had gone up 
from approximately 20,000 in 1938 to 24,000 to-day. 
For the year under review no less.than £13,400 
was provided for their officials in augmentation 
of their regular salaries. Consideration of income 
and expenditure in the broad outline might generate 
in the minds of his listeners a fecling that the 
United Synagogue was passing through a period 
of prosperity. At first glance there might be some 
justification for this, but at the same time it was 
necessary to draw the serious attention of one and 
all for still keeping a close watch on outgoings. 
It was highly probable that the period ahead of 
them would call for stringent economy in the life 
of the individual as well as in the life of the 
nation; those responsible for their Synagogue 
allaws should, therefore, be particularly careful to 
cultivate the principles of good housekeeping. 
The deficits of their Assisted Synagogues for the 
year 1943 amounted to £8,240, and involved 12 
Synagogucs. In. 1944, these deficits were down to 
£6.137, and only nine Synagogues were concerned. 
In determining how to meet the £6.137 required 
for the nine Assisted Synagogues out of the gross 
surpluses of the 12 more fortunate congregations. 
the Treasurers were of opinion that for the first 
time since the war it was possible to go back to 
ther admirable financial regulation which = dealt 
with this ‘problem, and which. unfortunately. had 


had seen no letter- 


suspended by force of circumstances. The 
detailed application of this regulation was some- 
what intricate, but the effect was that the assess- 


ment for the amount of financial help to be 
afforded by cach Synagogue with a su to the

After providing the usual 10 per cent for the 
Ministers’ Salaries Augmentation Fund it seemed 
to the Treasurers that the remaining agsregatc 
surplus of £7,000 was out of all proportion w 
compared with previous years’ surpluses, and that 
to declare final surpluses of this magnitude would 
be out of line with the usual prudence shown in 
their financial arrangements. The Treasurers had, 
therefore, provided that each Constituent Syna- 
gogue with a surplus should retain as final surplus 
the first £250 and one-third of the remainder, and 
apply the other two-thirds to special replacement 
of advances. In total that meant that of the £7,026, 
£2,591 came into the first category, £1,583 came 
imo the second category, maki a total. 
of £4,174 for final surpluses, and £2,852 came into 
the third category, that was, of repayments. The 
special repayments would, of course, reduce the 
future liability for advances on those Synagogues 
making the repayments. The annual charge would 
remain unaltered, but the duration of the repay- 
ments would in this way be shortened. The result 
was that in every case the net final surplus for 
1944 was in excess, and in some cases considerably 
in excess of what it was in 1943. 

In regard to the estimates for 1945, on the whole, 
the figures put forward by each of the ‘Constituent 
Synagogues were in the main Satisfactory. 


Advances for War Damage 


Proceeding to deal with the various accdéunts, the 
Treasurer said that under the Building Fund 
Account it had again been found necessary to 
make a temporary advance to. the Synagogues’ War 
Damage Committee to enable that body to- meet 
its requirements. When all the war damage claims 
were discharged by the War Damage Commussion, 
this Committee should receive a substantial sum, 
out of which it would be able to repay to the U.S. 
these advances. They would observe that this 
Building Fund Account had accumulated a good 
balance—approaching £20,000, due entirely to the 
continued restrictions on maintenance works. But 
it was confidently expected that when restrictions 
were hfted every pound of this sum and more 
would be needed for essential repairs to. their 
Synagogue buildings. The perceniage of members 
who contributed to the Mutual Aid Fund rememed 
at only 44, and this was a poor showing when 
they considered that at one time 70 per cent of 
their members were subscribers. He would like to 
urge them to examine the excellent work done by 
this Fund and what it stood for m their affairs. 
It was to be hoped that honorary officers in al! 
their Constituent Synagogues would urge the need 
on those. members who did not yet contribute. In 
connection with the work doné by the United 
Synagogue in small communities arising from the 
evacuation from London, while the figures shown 
in the Budget were on the same lines as those of 
the last three years, they had omitted any figures 
of estimates for the year 1945 because, with the 
return to peace conditions, it was apparent that 
these war-time congregations, composed very 
largely of members whose normal home was in 
London, would gradually dissolve. All the indi- 
cations pointed to the fact that there was already 
a movement back to London, and they expected 
that only a few of these membership groups were 
likely to continue in a more or less permanent 
form after the war. 

The contribution of the United Synagogue to 
Jewish religious education was raised partly by 
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voluntary funds and partly by a levy. The 
total of these contributions im 
£10,500, beside the

The Chief Rabbinate 


Mr. J. Mendel referred to the fact that out of 
the budget of £4,582 for the Chief Rabbi's Fund, 
the total contributed by metropolitan, provincial, 
and overseas congregations was only £496. 

Mr. Aaron Wright urged that the financial re- 
sponsibility for the Chief Rabbi's Fund ought to 
be more equitably shared by the various Syna- 
gogues in London and throughout the country. 

Mr. Sherer (of Manchester) referred to the small 
amounts given by the Manchester Community to 
the Fund, and said that one important Manchester 
Synagogue gave iis money as a donation. 

Sir Robert Waley Cohen said they had circu- 
lated provincial and Empire congregations and 
many others to invite them to bear a fairer share 
of the responsibility of matntaining the Rabbinate, 
but m the great majority they got no answer at 
all. Apart from the contributions from marriage 
fees, they received almost nothing except from 
Synagogucs connected with the United Synagogue. 

The accounts for 1944 and the estimates for 1945 
were adopted. 

The Council agreed to a number of resolutions 
embodying special war-time grants as permanent 
additions to the fixed salaries of Munssters and 
other officers of the United Synagogue. This 
amounted generally to an’ income of 374 per cent 
on the first £250 of the basic salary and 15 per 
These additions are to be 
a pensionable emolument. Temporary Ministers 
salaries were increased to £550 per ahnum (mar- 
ried) and £475 (unmarried). 

In connection with the report of the Synagogues’ 
War Damage Committee, Sir Robert said they were 
greatly indebted to Mr. Rossdale for the work 
which he had done in this important matter.

Secretary’s Survey 


“Throughout the work of the Burial Society and 
indeed the Unrted Synagogue generally the rich 
cheerfully ._pay more in order that the poor may 
pay less or even nothing” Mr. Philip Goldberg, 
Secretary of the United Synagogue, said this when 
he gave one of the series of lectures arranged by the 
Welfare Committee of the United Synagogue and the 
Commuttee for Training Social Workers, at Woburn 
House, 

Mr. Goldberg surveyed the development of the 
United Synagogue which, he said, although in onc 
sense nearing its 75th birthday, might more truly 
be said to be reaching its 255th, - because its first 
beginnings were approximately 255 years ago. To-day 
there were 22 constituent Synagogues {which had 
grown from the original five) and nearly 50 others. 

The office of the Chief Rabbinate, had always 
been closely related to the United Synagogue, which 
even to this day provided something like 80 per cent 
of the total cost of maintaining it. 

The Ministry consisted of something like 100 
preachers and chazanim and Mr. Goldberg paid a 
tribute to them for the part they had played in the 
concerted work of the United Synagogue. The 
visitation hospitals had grown till there were about 
600 different institutions on the list. For many 
years they had had assistance from the Spanish and 
Portuguese Synagogue, the West London and the 
Liberal Synagogue in organising visitation work. 

Of the future the speaker expressed the hope that 
they would before long find the leaders of provincial 
Jewries drop in at Woburn House to take their 
part with the leaders of the United Synagogue in 
looking after the affairs of traditional Judaism in 
this country. That did not necessarily mean a 
complete coalition. But it did mean a valuable 
working arrangement which would probably be 
found after a little trial and error to be a very useful 
method of conducting the religious and social affairs 
of the Anglo-Jewish community. 

They had to guard, said Mr. Goldberg in con- 
clusion, against the ‘**Machlokas manufacturing com- 
pany,” that “Chevra non Kadishah’’ which un- 
fortunately had branches all over the community 
and the largest whispering gallery in the world.

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MODEL OF THE HEBREW 
UNIVERSITY 


Unveiled by London Vice- 
Chancellor 


The Vice-Chancellor of London University last , 


week, at Palestine House, 18, Manchester Square, 
unveiled a model of the Hebrew University on 
Mount Scopus, Sir Wyndham Deedes presided. 

The Vice-Chancellor said that the founding of 
the Hebrew University of Jerusalem and its opening 
® years ago were events of momentous importance, 
for the University was a symbol! of one of the great 
achievements of the Jewish people since their return 
to Palestine. History bore witness to the fact that 
the growth of a nation as an independent politica! 
anit had repeatedly been associated with the estab- 
lshment of a University as an expression of its 
inicliectual unity. 

There was a common aim in modern university 
training. It was to produce graduates with aleri. 
interesied minds, furnished with sound knowleec 
ia some special field of work—minds trained to 
seek the truth and to apply knowledge in a critica! 
but not im a pedantic manner. It would not have 
escaped notice that, during the war, wherever the 
Nazis invaded, the universities of the country were 
among the foremost objects of their oppression — 
ao doubt because a university stood for what the 
Nazi regime feared most—the disinterested pursuit 
of truth and the unrestricted interplay of free minds 

From what he had read and heard. he eathered 
that the situation of the Hebrew University on 
Mount Scopus was beyond compare, and they saw 
from the beautiful mode! which was unveiled that 
day that its buildings were in keeping with that 
standard. But the buildines were nor complete— 
no university buildings eyer reached completion— 
certainly those of the University of London must be 
continually growing if the University was to attain 
that posttion in the Empire which they hoped anu 
believed it would. 


Lack of Accommodation 


Like London University. the Hebrew  Uni- 
versity ai present lacked a central hall and 
for collegiate life and lor certam 
social amenities. He understood that “an 
eflori was being made to finance the  build- 
mg of a great hall for the Hebrew Universit, 
as a memorial to that very gallant soldier, the late 
Major-General Orde Wingate. and he felt that thi. 
‘was a project which would make a verv stion¢ 
appeal. The authorities: of the Hebrew: University 
ao doubt attached great importance—as they did 
in London—to the educational benefits to student‘ 
which came from experience of living in a 
residential college or hall, and they must be anxious 
to push torward as rapidly as possible with an 
adequate residential system. He trusted their cfforts 
would be successlul. 

He {cli that it- was a great honour for the Vice- 
Chancellor of the University of London to have the 
privileee of performing that littl ceremony that 
day. He did so as a tribute of friendship and eén- 
couragement from the University of London to the 
Hebrew University of Jerusalem. 

In the course of an address on “ The Hebrew 

niversiiy in War and Peace,” Sir Leon Simon, 
C.B., said one of the first things to be done. by 
the University in the period of pdst-war develop- 
ment would be the establishment of a complete 
Medicai Faculty, for which preparations were being 
reees and for which funds had been promised in 
America

On the humanities side. as on the science side. 


the University, said Sir. Leon, was fairly, though 
not absolutely, complete. The largest gap was the 
absence of a school or faculty of political science 
and political economy, and for that. too, plans were 
on the way and, one hoped,.before very long would 
also come into existence. 


Budget Must Increase to £300,000 


The budget of the Hebrew University now 
‘amounted to over £200,000 a year, which was a con- 
siderabic sum to be found, and it had to be found 
almosi entirely by groups of friends of the Univer- 
Stty here and in America (there had been such 
gcoups in the countries of Europe until they were 
cruShed by the war). But no University couid Stand 
stil. _And so it. was .necessary that the budget 
should increase to at Jeast £300,000 before very

Leonsdealt with the University’s contribution 
to the war effort, and he proceeded to refer to the 
Project of a residential part of the University—a 
uftiversity city close to Mount Scopus—where both 
the teachers and pupils would be able to live and 
where they would get something of that corporaic 
life which was so valuable a feature of a University. 

y were, he thought, on the eve of very great 
developments of the Middle East—that region of 
the world of which Palestine formed a part. There 
was reason to hope that in the coming years there 
was going to be a great deal of Civilisation in the 

esiorn sense in that part of the world and he 
thought that there was no doubt that the Jewish 
settlement in Palestine, which had its intellectual 
spearhead, so to speak, in the University, would 
be a factor of enormous importance in that awaken- 
ing of the Middle East. 

Professor Norman Bertwich said one could say 
that the University was to-day already the intel- 
fectual and spiritual centre of the Jewish people in 
the world. Its great, outstanding function had

COL, GLUCKSTEIN ATTACKS 
ZIONISM 


Hostile Reception in Chelsea 


A _viplent attack on Zionism was made by Col. 
H. Gluckstein, Conservative M.P. for Notting- 
ham and a member of the Board of Deputies, when 
he addressed a meeting of the Victoria and Chelsea 
Social and Literary icty on Sunday, May 27.

rica, and other countries should be expected 
to go to Palestine if they were quite happy where 
they were. He recalled a gathering of Jewish 
scientists in his house recenily. Among the guests 
was one from Russia, who, during his conversation. 
remarked that Russia was his fatherland and that 
he had no need to know another. That, said Col. 
Gluckstein, was exactly how he felt. “1 could have 
thrown my arms around the man.” said the 
Colonel. 

‘Speaking of the German concentration camps, 
he said that to expect the survivors to indicate 
their future intentions in their present unbalanced 
siate was unlair and improper. Thev were being 
used, he alleged, for political propaganda, which is 
most indecent. “Those people should be given 
lume to become well before being worried by pro- 
paganda.. Many no doubt do not care much for 
the suggestion that they should be sent to Palestine.” 


Discourteous Audience 


At the close of his talk the Colonel was sub- 
jected to much criticism, Mr. George Bilaink 
President of the Society, apologised for certain 
remarks made about him. He said it was. “tupid 
not to extend normal courtesy io him simply be 
cause some ol us do nol want to hear poms of 
view different from our own “He has come as 
our guest, alier much pressure from me 

After the meeting Colone! Gluckstein told a re- 
porter that he sirongly disapproved the allegations 
made by certain Jewish Nationalists that for the 
Jews the homeland is Palestine, ahd that it should - 
be organised into a Jewish National State. “ Jews 
from. countries miles apart have nothing except 
their racial. link in common. He thought that 
lhe solution to the problem was to be found m an 
extension of toleration m all parts of the world.

EVACUATION OF EUROPEAN 
JEWRY 
N.Z.O. Policy Vindicated 


of ihe New Zionist Organisation 
Great Britain was held. on Thursday evening of 
last week ut Manchester Square 
inaugurate the Central London Branch. Mr, Leo 
Shaerf presided, 

The meeting was addressed by. Me. A. Abrahams, 
who ‘said that the N.Z.O. had always held that 
evacuation of Jews must take place trom Europe 
They had urged years before the war that rf Jews 
did not leave Furope, then the time would come 
when there would be very few of them left alive. 
The Jewish organisations, said Mr, Abrahams, that 
were now. raising money to re-establish Jews in 
Europe. to help them gain back ther old positions 
did not realise that what they were doing was. to 
open up a new struggle, between Jews who had los! 
everything and the non-Jews who had acguired what 
the Jews had lost. The fact of the matter was that 
either those Jews would have to go on living on 
the charity of Anglo-American Jewry, or they 
would have to sink to the level of gipsies, or they 
must be taken out of Europe to their own homeland 
in Palestine. The first thing to be realised by al! 
Zionists and all Jews was that evacuation of Jews 
must take place out of Europe. There was no othe: 
way. There were many thousands of Polish Jews 
who refused to return to Poland for very good 
reasons. There were also thousands of Jews from 
Lithuania and Latvia who were refusing to 
return, “ From all the. reports that have reached 
said-Mr. Abrahams, it is clear that there 1s 
only one main demand and that is * we wish to 
emigrate to Palestine. ” 

In Bulgaria Rumania, and Hungary, he said, 
there was ah urgent, almost frenzied, desire to get 
out of Europe. It was the view of the New Zionist 
Organisation that if this Situation were property 
represented ‘to the British and American publics. 
the logic of the situation would force the opening 
of the gates of Palestine. 

The N.Z.O., said Mr, Abrahams, was formed no! 
for the purpose of establishing a new organisation, 
but for developing the political outlook and 
method. of Zionism as a whole. Their work had 
profoundly affected Zionist policy. Large numbers 
of the rank and file of Zionists had been won 
round to their point of view and they believed that 
provided it could be shown that the other organssa- 
tion was prepared to make good their declarations 
in actual action then the way would be open for a 
real united political Zionist movement which would 
at this stage be able to carry their programme to 
fruition, namely, the reconstitution of the Jewish 
State and the salvaging of European Jewry for its 
reseitiement. They believed that the eventual solu- 
tion of a Jewish Dominion of the British Common- 
weakth. if joined with thew full-scale programme, 
had every chance of winning acceptance in this 

untry. 
Abrahams answered a large number of 
questions.

What is Fair Criticism ? 
From MR, ISAAC DARTLE 


To the Editor of Tue Jewisu Curonicie 


_ Sirn,—The letter. from Congressman Celler in your 
issue Of Friday last reveals an aspect of American 
meniality which may operate to the detriment of 
good fecling between this country and the United 
States, and between the Jewries of these countries. 

The White Paper of 1939 received, and rightly, the 
strongest. condemnation, not only 1 might remind Mr. 
Celler at the hands of American Jewry. but from a larre 
minority in the House of Commons. including . Mr. 
Winston Churchill, and by the Mandates Commission of 
the League of Nations. 

Mr. Celler alleges that the reason why the Wright 
Compton resolution was not adopted by Coneress was due 
to what he alleges was ** unwarranted and wnjustified inter- 
vention on the part of. the British authorities,"" and he 
further goes on to say that President Roosevelt yielded to 
this intervention. I challenge Mr. Celler to produce 
evidence for this suggestion. It was the United States 
Gencral Staff who were responsible for the withdrawal of 
the resojution, and is.Mr. Celicr so naive as to imagine that 
the all-powerful U.S. oi) interests had nothing. to do with 
this sudden volte face on the part of Mr. Roosevelt's 
Administration. Nor does Mr, Celler seem to realise the 
implications of his remarks.. The vaunted influence of 
American Jewry, so often advertised’ by Rabbi Stephen 
Wise, was apparently ignored at the instance of Great 
Britain. 

Until the United States shows itself capable of dealing 
justly with its fifteen million negro citizens within its own 
borders, it will do well to keep silent concerning the 
administration by Great. Britain of 300 million inhabitants 
of India who are not homogeneous like the negro, but who 
include countless differing races and creeds, within what is, 
to all intents and purposes, a continent. 

Zionists have cvery right, as Zionists, to condemn the 
White Paper, but they musi not use their American citizen- 
ship to fortify their action, and when it comes to the 
question of immigration into Palestine, they might. devote 
a litle of their spare time, if they haye any. to attacking 
the United States Government for its narrow-minded and 
unsympathetic attitude towards refugees from Nazi tyranny. 
In the same issue of your valuable journal is an article 
‘reporting the. ever-increasing menace of Jew-hbaiting in 
America. We are not free from anti-Semitism in this 
country, but no one pretends that it has reached such 
a height as it has in America to-day, and it seems to me 
that the business of putting one’s own house in order 
must be so patent to Congressman Celler and his friends, 
that they might well be advised to cease their ‘“ unwar- 
ranted and unjustified" criticisms of Great Britain. 

Honest, sincere and fair criticism, says Congressman 
Celler, quoting Mr Brendan. Bracken, is the life of 
democracy. Ff am afraid Mr. Celler’s letter docs not 
measure up to their standards.

The French Government has _ dissolved hice 
anti-Jewish organisations, the  Apiociation of 
Bona Fide Tenants,” the “ Renaissance Associa- 
tion of the French Home,” and the ° * Union of 
French Traders, Industrialists, and Workers.) ang 
has ordered an inquiry into their activities. 

This step follows an assurance given by | 
Minister of the Interior, M. Tixier, and the Pre. 
fect of the Paris Police, M. Luizet, to M. Bernard 
Lecache, President of the League against anti- 
Semitism, that energetic measures would be taken 
to curb Jew-baiting, which recently led to disturb. 
ances and acts of violence in Paris. WM. Lecache 
had been asked to restrain anti-Fascist groups {om 
taking action themselves. 

During the past few weeks there have heen a 
number of atiempts forcibly to prevent Jewish 
tenants from returning to their flats from which they 
had been evicted by the Vichy authorities. 

Anti- Semitic activities have increased with the 
return of liberated prisoners of war whose pi iey- 
ances are being adroitly exploited by unecrup lous 
agitators for their own sinister Purposes. The «ter 


of demonstrations by CA-PTINONCTs of 


war being converted into anti-Jewish manitlesiaiions 
is a very real one. 

Last week a crowd of about 400 people shoufing 
anti-Jewish slogans tried to break up a mecting 
called by several anti-racist Organisations. The 
demonstrators were driven off by police and mem- 
bers of the public. Clashes in the streeis followed 
and 17 persons were arrested. On the inicrvention 
of M. Lecache, the police were insirucicd ime- 
diately to release any Jews who migiri have been 
arrested in connection with these and other dic- 
turbances.

THE JEWS OF BURMA 
Celebrate Liberation From J aps - 


“| have just had the wonderful experience and 
rivilege of mecting and giving assistance to the 
Jews to be liberated from Japanese rule.” writes 
Rev. M. A. jaffe, Senior Jewish Chaplain, South 
st Asia Command, “ My first discovery of their 
presence in the area was made when during a visit 
some of my front line men, a Jewish soldier in- 
ed me that he had met a Jewish girl in a litttle 
town near Mandalay who had just been released 
from the internment camp where she hod, together 
with other Jews, spent most of the time during the 
Japanese occupation. 

“On my return to Mandalay I saw the Movements 
Officer there, a Jewish friend of mine, who imme- 
diately agreed to take me in his jeep to the little 
town, On arrival we saw the Civil Affairs Officer. 
who showed us the houses where the five or six large 
Jewish families lived, In one house there were ten 

srsons,.all more or less members of one family. 

hey were members of the * Benei Israel ’ Com- 
munity of Bombay, whose ancestors had come to 
India so many Centuries ago, bui the younger people 
—some of them were over 20 years old—had been 
born in Burma. 

“During the Japanese occupation, they, like 
other people suspected of being sympathetic towards 
the British, were made to work almost as slaves 
for the Japs. Their pay was so small that they had 
to sell all their jewellery and part with most of 
their belongings in order to obtain sufficient food 
for the barest existence, Jews were not treated 
worse than the others, neither the men nor the 
women being molested. These. Jewish families were, 
however, later interned as they were suspected of 
pro-British leanings. 

-* A most interesting case I came across was that 
of the Deputy Superintendent of Police, a Jew 
named Sampson, His father lived in Bombay, and 
in 1885 joined the Bombay Infantry together with 


many other Jews. He fought with the expeditionary ° 


force of British and Indian troops in the battle 
which led to the annexation of Upper Burma. Some 
of the Jews returned to Bombay after the battle, 
but others were given posts in the civil service in 
Burma under the British Administration there, Mr. 
Sampson, sen., becoming a Superintendent of Police. 
It was only later that the influx of Jews from Bagdad 
took. place.

S. AFRICAN DEPUTIES CONFER 
Immigration Ban to Stay 


' The Biennial] Congress of the South African 
Jewish Board -of Deputies concluded in Johannes- 
burg last week with the unanimous adoption of. a 
resolution urging Jewish representation at the 
peace conference, the inclusion in the peace settle- 
ment of provisions guarantecing racial and reli- 
gious equality and protecting the personal freedoms 
and civic rights of the Jews in all countries, as 
well as the ‘€stablishment of international 
machinery to enforce these provisions. All .anti- 
Jewish laws should be abrogated and anti-Semitism 
outlawed, the resolution demanded. 

The resolution also called for the establishment 
of Palestine as a Jewish Commonwealth, the 
annulment of the White Paper, and unrestricted 
immigration under the control of the . Jewish 
Agency. 


The Congress endorsed the policy of the South. 


African Jewish War Appeal which up to date has 
reached a total of £1,250,000. 

In the course of the debate on post-war. pro- 
blems, several speakers criticised South Africa’s 
attitude to the problem of Jewish immigration as 
illiberal: The Chairman, Mr. S. M. Kuper, stated 
that the Board had urged the Government to make 
a humanitarian gesture and relax the immigration 
restrictions, but the Government had refused to 
accede to this request. 

Rabbi Dr. L. Rabinowitz, Chief Minister of the 
Johannesburg Hebrew Congregation, outlined the 
psychological problems of Jewish soldiers he had 
come across while serving as Senior Jewish Chap- 
lain with the British Expeditionary Force. He 
Stressed the need of handling these problems with 
Sympathy in the process of reintegrating demobi- 
lised soldiers in civilian life.

HUNGARIAN JEWS RETURN 
Trying to Make Amends 


Beiween 2,000 and 3,000 Hungarian Jews are 
returning to Budapest every day from Vienna and 
the surrounding districts, cables our Balkans corre- 
spondent. Many of them confirm reports that the 
Red Army saved about 70,000 Jews in the Vienna 
area, most of them Hungarian and Slovakian 
cilizens. 

Most of the returning Jews were liberated from 
the conceniration camp at Strasshof, where the 
majority of Jews from Budapest were imprisoned. 

After the liberation of Vienna, many hundreds of 
Austrian Jews revealed their identity. During the 
Nazi regime they had used forged “ Aryan” 
documents. 

Thousands of refugees from Central F urope, 90 
Per cent of them Jews, have been making their 
way into Linz in Austria, which is an dvacuation 
point for Allied prisoners rescued from Austrian 
prisoner-of-war camps. It is estimated by Ameri- 
can mulitary authorities that over 40,000 refugees 
are already there and more come hourly. Most 
of them are Hungarian Jews who had been doing 
Slave labour. | 

Well-fed Austrian girls are having to care for 
refugees. The 
girls, most of whom objected to waiting on the 
Jews, were ordered into the hospital by doctors 
of the U.S. 6Sth Division, who are running it. 
Hundreds of the refugees are dying daily, despite 
desperate efforts by American doctors to save 
them. Six Hungarian Jewish refugee . physicians 
have been enlisted to assist the Army doctors. 
Local doctors are not being asked to help. “I 
don’t think they understand our kind of medicine,”

’Frisco Conference Adopts Arab 
Proposal 


The . Trusteeship Committee of -the Unied 
Nations Conference at San Fraricisco has adopted 
an amendment to the truSteeship plan providing for 
joint trusteeship over certam areas. The amend- 
mént was proposed by ihe Egyptian representative 
and was:adopted by the Committee without. dissent. 

The Egyptian proposal. was made at an. earlier 
session of the Conference, when it was opposed by 
Great Britain. On the suggestion of the Soviet 
delegates, voting on the amendment was postponed. 

. This amendment paves the way for Egypt or 
other Arab States to apply at some future date to 
the World Security Organisation to share the Pales- 
tine. trusteeship with Great Britain : 

The Committee on Social and Economic: Co- 
operation has adopted. a proposal to establish a 
Commission on Human Rights. National and inter- 
national organisations, after: consuliing with their 


respective Governments, will be able to co-operate- 


with the Commission. 

[he aim. of the Commission, it is understood, 
will be to formulate an International Bill of Human 
Rights.

“ ONE way to minimise important crystallisations of public 
opinion along lines of national prejudice,” writes the Presi- 
dent of Harvard University, Professor J. B. CONANT, in 
the current issue of the Sunday Times, “is to encourage 
in every way incessant and frank debate on all matters of 
joint concern.” “ Honest and sincere criticism among the 
Allies.” said Mr. BRENDAN BRACKEN, when still the Minister 
of Information, “even during the heat of war are not out 


of place; fair criticism is the life of democracy.” In the 


spirit and in the conviction that only on such terms can 
that priority of priorities, Anglo-American friendship, be 
maintained, we readily found space for the letter from 
Congressman EMANUEL CELLER, which we printed, in our 
last issue. Mr. CeLier discussed the delay and frustration 
that had beset the discussion in Congress of what is known 
as the Wright-Compton Resolution, condemning the Pales- 
tine White Paper, and favouring free Jewish immigration 
into that country with the end of ultimately establishing 
there a democratic Jewish Commonwealth. This delay, 
wrote Mr. CeLier, could only be explained by “ the un- 
warranted and unjustified intervention on the part of the 
British authorities.” “ These methods on the part of our 
British ally,” the Congressman went on, “ do not gain her 
many new friends on this side of the ocean.” 

Such remarks, though they may represent largely ampres- 
sions induced by appearances, reflect a critically mmportant 
process of American thought which has the baleful effect 
of intensifying already existing suspicion of British bona 
fides. A similar sequence of ideas is in dire danger of 
emerging in connection with the recent deplorable events 
in the Levant. It would be sheer self-delusion to imagine 
that the recent competition in brusqueness between the 
British and American approaches to the French Govern- 
ment on this question, indicated anything like an assurance 
of a lasting identity of public opinion in the two countries 
on the subject. It is notorious that in such matters, and 
on.“ the morning after the night before,” American public 
opinion takes second if not third and fourth thoughts 1n 
a very differént direction. It is at this time when that plague 
of good relations between the two peoples, suspicion, most 
dangerously raises its head. There is dwindling support for 
the assertions that the recent violence in the Levant was 
begun by the French. Mr. CHURCHILL, in his latest speech 
on the subject, was pointedly vague on that question, and 
our own Jerusalem correspondent this week definitely 
reports the Arabs to have been the aggressors. In such 
circumstances it would be dangerous folly not to realise 
that the old and deeply embedded American distrust of 
British policy will stir into fresh life on this point. 

At this juncture appearances, though. they be totally 
deceptive, are of crucial\importance. If Americans ask 
“ What is Britain up to? * “ What is-she after? ™ it is quite 
unhelpful for us. to retreat into the stronghold of a per- 
fectly clear conscience, of our own certain knowledge that 
Britain’s only aims and objects in what she has done has 
been the welfare of the Allied Cause, of the Middle Bast, 
and of Peace in the widest sense. American and possibly 
other observers are close students of history. They ‘re- 
member, for instance, that in the last war Mr. CHURCHILL 
was “ the great Easierner ” which in practical terms meant 
the supporter of East Mediterranean strategy in the dis- 
cussion of Allied plans. They remember his own baptism 
in warfare in the struggle with the Mahdi many years ago, 
a fight for the South-Western flank of the vital British 
interest. It was his “ Eastern” school of thought which 
inspired the rightly conceived though ‘ill-conducted attack 
on the Dardanelles. It was the same profoundly wise 
appreciation of vital British strategic interests that led him 
to make that brilliant and daring move in the recent war 
when, though the invasion of this country was imminent 


he nevertheless sent our only armoured corps to the Middle — 


East. Remembering this focal centre of Mr. CHURCHILL'S 
foreign policy, how can it be imagined that opinion abroad 
will be satisfied with British explanations such as have so 
far been offered of what must seem like-—-however much 
it is not so—an opportunist liquidation of France in the 
Levant for the consolidation of British interests of one sort 
or another? 

Americans are already beginning to ask why, when Mr. 
CHURCHILL is fully aware of the fact that the Arab League 
is, SO far as real power is concerned, only a collection of 
military and political shadows, do he and his foreign secre- 
tary repeatedly shower blessings upon it, and encourage it to 
prance and posture as though it represented one of the great 
powers in world affairs of almost sufficient importance for 
a seat on the Security Council. The immediate suggestion 


that that deplorable but never to be neglected peril, 
suspicion, conjures up is that the real motive was to set 
up a puppet Arab organisation to screen British ambitions 
in those parts of the world. The more that sceptics abroad 


are permitted to brood over these possibilities, the more — 


their suspicions grow. Nor can these have been allayed 
by the report sent out by the Associated Press, and pub- 
lished in the soberly conducted Yorkshire Evening News 
of what happened three years ago when British forces 
including tanks were said to have driven to the door of the 
Egyptian King’s palace in Cairo, overpowered the guards 
and dictated to that monarch the formation of a new 
Egyptian Government favourable to the Allies, in place of 
one which he was proposing to set up, headed by a politician 
of notoriously anti-British sentiments. If Great Britain, it 
will be argued, could handle an Arab King in that summary 
fashion and at a time of Britain’s lowest ebb of military 
strength, why does she now truckle to and encourage these 
bombastic and frothy-headed Arabs under an apparently 
lame excuse that Allied military communications with the 
Far East are so seriously endangered as to require yielding 
to blackmail and indulgence in appeasement which quite 
obviously can only invite really serious troubles later on? 
Was it seriously desired to court the applause of the Arabs 
who to-morrow, if they thought it would pay, would as 
soon stab Britain in the back as salaam to her? There are 
not wanting the sceptical and mischievous to ask: What 
was Britain concealing and were French suspicions of 
Britain’s designs on Syria quite so baseless? 

The simple fact decreed by geography and by the history 
of the British Empire, the simple and utterly honourable 
fact, is that Brtiain has vital interests in the Middle East, 
which she must protect or die. There runs the jugular 
vein of the British Empire. Between Egypt and Turkey, 
she must be assured of military security—or sink. Then 
surely it is best openly to proclaim that so obvious truth and 
inform the world that she intends to secure herself there 
at all costs, so that the world may know where it stands 
and ill-founded impressions and perilous and absurd Arab 
conceit may not breed and flourish. On such terms the 
world will believe what is in fact the absolute truth, that 
these needs do not include “imperialism” inany form. But they 
do dictate a resolute standing up to Arab pretensions and 
mischief-making which may very seriously jeopardise 
security In some concatenation of circumstances arising in 
the future, The tacit encouragement by the Government and 
the largely ignorant encouragement in the British press of 
the Arab League is as foolish and dangerous as was the 
appeasement of Arab violence in the past. Weakness in 
that direction is well known only to encourage the further 
flighty ambitions which these Arab League politicians are 
known to cherish. Already it is reported by The Times 
Cairo correspondent that the Council of this League has 
decided to raise the question of the independence of the 
Arabs outside Syria notably those of the French North 
Africa Colonies. The Egyptian Governnient organ openly 
stated this week that the League Council was to discuss 
also the Alexandra Sanjak, which France had ceded to 
Turkey, as well as Tripolitania, Tunisia, Algeria, and 
Morocco. How long will it be before the demand arises 
for the removal of the British troops from the Suez Canal, 
the Sudan, and Palestine? Surely this is not the time for 
the British press to treat France to a disturbing dose of 
patronising correction and to hand out regardless the wildest 
irresponsibilities of Arab League propaganda. 


For Britain to tolerate Arab aggression in this way is not 
only to weaken her vital bond of brotherhood with her French 
ally but to prepare a rod in pickle for herself in the Near 
East. Far better would it be to say what we mean and 
mean what we say in the affairs of this area. There is not 
the smallest reason in the world why any cloudy euphemisms 
should be resorted to. The day has already passed when the 
susceptibilities of minor groups could be allowed to prevail 
ugainst the good of the whole world and the need for 
‘security of the great Powers charged with the preservation 


of their own and the world peace. Russia, by her attitude. 


to Finland and Poland, has loudly demonstrated that, and 
Britain herself, by her policy .in respect of both these 
countries, has confirmed it; but the terms, the only terms 
on which these needs of the great Powers can be morally 
satished involve two plain duties. There must be honest 
and thorough-going efforts to promote the welfare of the 


masses in these territories; and secondly these territories. 


must be allowed to perform te their fullest capacity those 
functions for which they are peculiarly equipped for satisfy- 
ing world requirements, for the solution of world prob- 
lems, and the maintenance of world peace. Such duties 
must be carried. out without regard to wayward and irre- 
sponsible local ‘politics and politicians. Particularly and 
most urgently does all this apply to Palestine with its unique 
function in solving the world Jewish problem. Obviously 
the ultimate authority—-and the word “ ultimate "’ must be 
stressed-—for the purely political, as opposed to military 
administration of such areas, should not be any one State 
but the Five Great Powers responsible for: world peace. 
No better way could be.found of cutting out the oppor- 
tunities of mischief-making and friction among them in 
these regions and, consequently; of reducing the incidence 
of local quarrels. It is much to be hoped that the Five 
Power Conference on the Middle East proposed by France 
will find speedy acceptance and that an end will be called 
to a situation which might well lead to a permanent injury 
to a main pillar of world peace—the mutual confidence and 
a between the peoples of America, France, and Great 
ritain. | 


GRAVE COMMUNAL DISPUTE 


A SPECIAL meeting of the United Synagogue has been called 
for Monday next to consider a grave dispute which ha. arisen 
between that body and the Beth Din. It had jts Particular 
origin in certain litigation which took place between a Warden 
of the Finchley Synagogue and its Reader. As a result of this 
the Chazan was awarded damages. Subsequently the Warden 
sought to establish that responsibility for his action wa. shared 
by his fellow Honorary Officers. He laid his claim before the 
Beth Din who, exercising their proper function, summoned the 
Wardens of the Synagogue concerned to hear their side 0; the 
matter, The Honorary Officers of the United Synagogue there. 
upon gave instructions to the Honorary Officers of Finchie, 
Synagogue that the Beth Din summons was not to be obeved 
thereby flouting and overriding the authority of the recognised 
Jewish Court of the Metropolis. The excuses advanced fo; the 
Honorary Officers’ action have been flimsy and untenable. ang 
it is profoundly to be hoped that Monday's Council mee; 
will expose them for the fatuous fallacies they are. 


AN UNWARRANTABLE CLAIM 


Ir is necessary to point out that the dispute is not merely one 
of the petty communal quarrels that break out from time 10 
time. It is something much more serious. It goes to the very 
roots of the position of religious Jewry organised in the United 
Synagogue and it raises the question of whether the Honorary 
Officers of that institution do or do not possess a power of 
veto over the activities of their own Jewish Court. No such 
overriding authority is claimed even by His Majesty over the 
courts of this country. If it were, the consequence wou!d phe 
utter despotism if it succeeded, but more probably revoly- 
tion.. Of course, on the Continent, there js a shining prece- 
dent for such a claim, when Hitler decreed that he had cop. 
trol of German judicature and, brushing aside law. as the 
United Synagogue would appear to wish to brush aside Jewish 
law, proceeded to establish the foul tyranny of the 
People’s Courts. Nothing that the Nazis did so scandalixed 
opinion outside the Reich itself, Why must London Jewn 
take a leaf out of this beastly Dictator’s book? Why no 
range itself in such matters in Jine with British practice which ix 
so jealous of interference with the Courts that it makes the 
judges irremovable except on a petition to the King by both 


ing 


. Houses of Parliament? The Hon. Officers would do well to 


remember that the entire raison d'etre of the Untied Synagogue 
and its justification, according to the Aq{ of Parliament by which 
it was established, is the maintenance’ of Orthodox Judaism. 
and in Jewish Law. a summons by the recognised Beth Din to 
members of a Jewish body must not. be disregarded. If, there- 
fore, the Council should endorse the action of the Hon. Officers 
in instructing the Synagogue Wardens to disobey the summons 


addressed to them, it might well undermine the whole basis of ~ 


the United Synagogue’s very existence. It would not be sirain- 
ing the facts too much to ask whether that organisation. having 
decided no longer to bow to Jewish Law, which is the sole 
measure of maintaining Orthodox Judaism, would have any 
right to administer its trust funds at all, and whether conscien- 
tious members of the Constituent Synagogues would furthermore 
not be compelled by their religious convictions to withdraw ther 
membership. There is, of course, no one who would not ttterly 
deplore such an outcome, and not least Sir Robert Walcy Cohen 
himself, who has worked so indefatigably and over so long a 
period of years, for the organisation over which he presides. It 
is earnestly to be hoped, therefore, that the Council! wil! sec the 
dispute in its true light without the irrelevancies that have been 
dragged in, but with all its implications, and. will help to rescue 


the United Synagogue from the very dangerous, position 


Which it has unhappily been placed. Its duty is plain and 
imperious and cannot be shirked. : 


IS THIS THE ANTI-ZIONIST CASE ? 
Every: sensible Jew, Zionist as well as non-Zionis!. will 
support the plea fortolerance made to the meeting of a Jewish 
literary society by its President,, Mr. George Bilainkin, when 
Colonel Gluckstein, M.P. delivered himself on the subject of 
Zionism and was severely criticised by the audience jor his 
remarks. It must be admitted, however, that the paticnce o! 
the audience had been rather badly tried. The speaker, describ- 
ing himself as an Assimilationist, started out, for’ instance, >) 
offering the opinion that it was completely ridiculous that Jews 
in Britain, America, and other countries should be expected 10 
£0 to Palestine, if they were quite happy where they were. The 
answer is, of: course, that nobody “ expects” such fortunate 
people rudely and unnecessarily to disturb their ethereal happr 
ness. The Balfour Declaration, of which the Colone! must have 
heard, expressly reserved their citizen status in their land of 
domicile, Subsequently, he proffered the view that Jews /rom 
countries miles apart have “ nothing” except their racial link 
in common-—-only that tiny little connection, with ifs comme 
lingual inheritance, its common enemies, its often common 
relief funds, and the Foreign Affairs Committees of its Deputics 
and its Anglo-Jewish Association which the speaker will per 
haps now proceed to try and abolish. But the ttbit o! his 
amusing thoughts came at the end with the sage reflection te

Seriously, we would suggest to Col. Glucksiein that 
instead of indulging in amiable nothings, he should yor 
gust how toleration is to be extended in all parts of the world. 
Up till the moment of writing, no one has found this oul. Per: 
haps the Colonel will discover what so many nol inferior 
intellects have attempted in vain, and thus earn for himself 9° 
enviable immortality. In the meantime Zionists should De® 
grateful for Col. Gluckstein’s revelation of the anti-Z ions 
case. The most skilful advocatis diavoli could not have Com 
trived better to support the thesis he was out to oppose.

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BRITAIN, AMERICA & FRANCE 


“ ONE way to minimise important crystallisations of public 
opinion along lines of national prejudice,” writes the Presi- 
dent of Harvard University, Professor J. B. CONANT, in 
the current issue of the Sunday Times, “ is to encourage 
in every way incessant and frank debate on all matters of 
joint concern.” “ Honest and sincere criticism among the 
Allies,” said Mr. BRENDAN BRACKEN, when still the Minister 
of Information, “even during the heat of war are not out 
of place; fair criticism is the life of democracy.” In the 
spirit and in the conviction that only on such terms can 
that priority of priorities, Anglo-American friendship, be 
maintained, we readily found space for the letter from 
Congressman EMANUEL CELLER, which we printed in our 
last issue. Mr. CeLier discussed-the delay and frustration 
that had beset the discussion in Congress of what is known 
as the Wright-Compton Resolution, condemning the Pales- 
tine White Paper, and favouring free Jewish immigration 
into that country with the end of ultimately establishing 
there a democratic Jewish Commonwealth. This delay, 
wrote Mr. CeL_iter, could only be explained by “ the un- 
warranted and unjustified intervention on the part of the 
British authorities.” “ These methods- on the part of our 
British ally,” the Congressman went on, “do not gain her 
many new friends on this side of the ocean.” 

Such remarks, though they may represent largely impres- 
sions induced by appearances, reflect a critically important 
process of American thought which has the baleful effect 
of intensifying already existing suspicion of British bona 
fides. A similar sequence of ideas is in dire danger of 
emerging in connection with the recent deplorable events 
jn the Levant. It would be sheer self-delusion to imagine 
that the recent competition in brusqueness between the 
British and American approaches to the French Govern- 
ment on this question, indicated anything like an assurance 
of a lasting identity of public opinion in the two countries 
on the subject. It is notorious that in, such matters, and 
on “ the morning after the night before,’ American public 
opinion takes second if not third and fourth thoughts in 
a very different direction. It is at this time when that plague 
of good relations between the two peoples, suspicion, most 
dangerously raises its head. There is dwindling support for 
the assertions that the recent violence in the Levant was 
begun by the French. Mr. Cuurcnitt, in his latest speech 
on the subject, was pointedly vague on that question, and 
our own Jerusalem correspondent this 
reports the Arabs to have been the aggressors. In such 
circumstances it would be dangerous folly not to realise 
that the old and deeply embedded American distrust of 
British policy’ will stir into fresh life on this point. 7 

At this juncture appearances, though they be totally 
deceptive, are of cruciaf‘importance. Americans ask 
“ What is Britain up to? ” “ What is she after? ” it is quite 
unhelpful for us to retreat into the stronghold of a -per- 
fectly clear conscience, of Our own certain knowledge that 
Britain’s only aims and objects in what she has done has 
been the welfare of the Allied Cause, of the Middle East, 
and of Peace in the widest sense. American and possibly 
other observers are close students of history. They ‘re- 
member, for instance, that in the last war Mr. CHURCHILL 
ewas “ the great Easterner ” which in practical terms meant 
the supporter of East Mediterranean strategy in the dis- 
cussion of Allied plans. They remember his own baptism 
in warfare in the struggle with the Mahdi many years ago, 
a fight for the South-Western flank of the vital British 
interest. It was his “ Eastern” school of thought which 
inspired the rightly conceived though ill-conducted attack 
on the Dardanelles. It was. the same. profoundly wise 
appreciation of vital British strategic interests that led him 
to make that brilliant and daring move in the recent war 
when, though the invasion of this country was imminent 


he nevertheless sent our only armoured corps to the Middle — 


East. Remembering this focal centre of Mr. CHURCHILL'S 
foreign policy, how can it be imagined that opinion abroad 
will be satisfied with British explanations such as have so 
far been offered of what must seem like—-however much 
it is not so—an opportunist liquidation of France in the 
Levant for the consolidation of British interests of one sort 
or another? | 

Americans are already beginning to ask why, when Mr. 
CHURCHILL is fully aware of the fact that the Arab League 
iS, SO far as real power is concerned, only a collection of 
military and political shadows, do he. and his foreign secre- 
tary repeatedly shower blessings. upon it, and encourage it to 
prance and posture as though it represented one of the great 


powers in world affairs of almost sufficient importance for - 


a seat on the Security Council. The immediate suggestion

that that deplorable -but never to be neglected peril, 
suspicion, conjures up is that the real motive was to set 
up a puppet Arab organisation to screen British ambitions 
in those parts of the world. The more that sceptics abroad 
are permitted to brood over these possibilities, the more 
their suspicions grow. Nor can these have been allayed 
by the report sent out by the Associated Press, and pub- 
lished in the soberly conducted Yorkshire Evening News 
of what happened three years ago when British forces 
including tanks were said to have driven to the door of the 
Egyptian King’s palace in Cairo, overpowered the guards 
and dictated to that monarch the formation of a new 
Egyptian Government favourable to the Allies, in place of 
one which he was proposing to set up, headed by a politician 
of notoriously anti-British sentiments. If Great Britain, it 
will be argued, could handle an Arab King in that summary 
fashion and at a time of Britain’s lowest ebb of military 
strength, why does she now truckle to and encourage these 
bombastic and frothy-headed Arabs under an apparently 
lame excuse that Allied military communications with the 
Far East are so seriously endangered as to require yielding 
to blackmail and indulgence’in appeasement which quite 
obviously can only invite really serious troubles later on? 
Was it seriously desired to court the applause of the Arabs 
who to-morrow, if they thought it would pay, would as 
soon stab Britain in the pack as salaam to her? There are 
not wanting the sceptical and mischievous to ask: What 
was Britain concealing and were French suspicions of 
Britain’s designs on Syria quite so baseless? 

The simple fact decreed by geography and by the history 
of the British Empire, the simple and utterly honourable 
fact, is that Brtiain has vital interests in the Middle East, 
which she must protect or die. There runs the jugular 
vein of the British Empire. Between Egypt and Turkey, 
Then 
surely it is best openly to proclaim that so obvious truth and 
inform the world that she intends to secure herself there 
at all costs, so that the world may kngw where it stands 
and ill-founded impressions and perilous and absurd Arab 
conceit may. not. breed and flourish. On such terms the 
world will believe what is in fact the absolute truth, that 
these needs do not include “imperialism” inany form. But they 
do dictate a resolute standing up to Arab pretensions and 
mischief-making which may very seriously jeopardise 
security in some concatenation of circumstances arising in 
the future. The.tacit encouragement by.the Government and 
the largely ignorant encouragement in the British press of 
the Arab League is as foolish and dangerous as -was the 
appeasement of Arab violence in the past. Weakness in 
that direction ts well known oniy to encourage the further 
flighty ambitions which these Arab League politicians are 
known to cherish. Already it is reported by The Times 
Cairo correspondent that the Council of this League has 
decided to raise the question of the independence of the 
Arabs outside Syria notably those of -the French North 
Africa Colonies. The Egyptian Government organ openly 
stated this wéek that the League Council was to discuss 
also the Alexandra Sanjak, which France had ceded to 
Turkey, as well as Tripolitania, Tunisia, Algeria, and 
Morocco. How long will it be before the demand arises 
for the removal of the British troops from the Suez Canal, 
the Sudan, and Palestine? Surely this is not the time for 
the British press to treat France to.a disturbing dose’ of 
patronising correction and to hand out regardless the wildest 
irresponsibilities of Arab League propaganda. | 

For Britain to tolerate Arab aggression in this way is not 
only to weaken her viial bond of brotherhood with her French 
ally but to prepare a rod in pickle for herself in the Near 
East. Far better would it be. to say what we mean and 
mean what we say in the affairs of this area. There is not 
the smallest reason.in the world why any cloudy euphemisms 
should be resorted to. The day has already passed when the 
susceptibilities of minor groups could be allowed to prevail 
against. the good of the whole world and the need for 
security of the great Powers charged with the preservation 
of their own and the world peace. Russia, by her attitude 


to Finland and Poland, has loudly demonstrated that, and: 


Britain herself, by her policy. in respect of both these 
countries, has confirmed it; but the terms, the only terms 
on which these needs of the great Powers can be morally 
satisfied involve two plain duties. There must be honest 
and thorough-going efforts to promote the welfare of the 
masses in these territories; and secondly these territories 
must be allowed to perform te their fullest capacity those 
functions for which they are peculiarly equipped for satisfy- 
ing world requirements, for the solution of world prob- 
lems, and the maintenance of world peace. Such duties 
must be carried out without regard to wayward and irre- 
sponsible local politics and politicians. Particularly and 


most urgently does all this apply to Palestine with its unique 


function in solving the world Jewish problem. Obviously 
the ultimate authority—and the word “ ultimate must be 
stressed-—for the purely political, as opposed to military 
administration of such areas, should not be any one State 
but the Five Great Powers responsible for world peace. 
No better way could be.found of cutting out the oppor- 
tunities of mischief-making and friction among them in 


_ these regions and, consequently: of reducing the incidence 


of local quarrels. It is much to be hoped that the Five 
Power Conference on the Middle East proposed by France 
will find speedy acceptance and that an end will be called 
to a situation which might well Jead to a permanent injury 


to a main pillar of world peace—the mutual confidence and 


trust between the peoples of America, France, and Great 
Britain, 


GRAVE COMMUNAL DISPUTE 


A SPECIAL meeting of the United Synagogue has been catjeg 
for Monday next to consider a grave dispute which hax arisen 
between that body and the Beth Din. It had jts particyja; 
origin in certain litigation which took place between a Warder 
of the Finchley Synagogue and its Reader. As a result of thix 
the Chazan was awarded damages. Subsequently the Wardep 
sought to establish that responsibility for his action wa. shared 
by his fellow Honorary Officers. He laid his claim before the 
Beth Din who, exercising their proper function, summoned the 
Wardens of the Synagogue concerned to hear their side of the 
matter, The Honorary Officers of the United Synagogue here. 
upon gave instructions to the Honorary Officers of Finchley 
Synagogue that the Beth Din summons was not to be obeved 
thereby flouting and overriding the authority of the recognised 
Jewish Court of the Metropolis. The excuses advanced for the 
Honorary Officers’ action have been flimsy and untenable. ang 
it is profoundly to be hoped that Monday’s Council meeting 
will expose them for the fatuous fallacies they are. 


AN UNWARRANTABLE CLAIM 


Ir is necessary to point out that the dispute is not merely one 
of the petty communal quarrels that break out from time io 
time. It is something much more serious. It goes to the very 
roots of the position of religious Jewry organised in the United 
Synagogue and it raises the question of whether the Honorary 
Officers of that institution do or do not possess a power of 
veto over the activities of their own Jewish Court. No such 
overriding authority is claimed even by His Majesty over the 
courts of this country. If it were, the consequence would be 
utter despotism if it succeeded, but more probably revoly- 
tion. Of course, on the Continent, there js a shining prece- 
dent for such a claim, when Hitler decreed that he had cop- 
trol of German judicature and, brushing aside law. as the 
United Synagogue would appear to wish to brush aside Jewish 
law, proceeded to establish the foul tyranny of the 
People’s Courts. Nothing that the Nazis did so scandalised 
opinion outside the Reich itself. Why must London Jewry 
take a leaf out of this beastly Dictators book? Why not 
range itself in such matters in line with British practice which ix 
so jealous of interference with the Courts that it makes the 


‘judges irremovable except on a petition to the King by both 


Houses of Parliament? The Hon. Officers would do well to 
remember that the entire raison d'etre of the United S\ nagogue 
and its. justification, according to the Act of Parliament by which 
it was established, is the maintenance of Orthodox Judaism, 
and in Jewish Law a summons by the recognised Beth Din to 
members of a Jewish body must not be disregarded. I), there- 
fore, the Council should endorse the action of the Hon. Officers 
in instructing the Synagogue Wardens to disobey the summons 
addressed to them, it might well undermine the whole basis of 
the United Synagogue’s very existence, It would not be <irain- 
ing the facts too much to ask whether that organisation, having 
decided no longer to. bow to Jewish Law, which is the sole 
measure of maintaining Orthodox Judaism, would have any 
right to administer its trust funds at all, and whether conscien- 
tious members of the Constituent Synagogues would furthermore 
not be compelled by their religious convictions to withdraw ther 
membership... There is, of course, no one who would not utterly 
deplore such an outcome, and not least Sir Robert Wale, Cohen 
himself, who has worked so indefatigably and over so long @ 
period of years, for the organisation over which he presides. I 
is. earnestly to be hoped, therefore, that the Council wil! see the 
dispute in its true light without the irrelevancies that have been 
dragged in, but with all its implications, and wall help to rescue 
the United Synagogue from the. very dangerous position m 
which it has unhappily been placed. Hts duty is plain’ and 
imperious and cannot be shirked. 


IS THIS THE ANTI-ZIONIST CASE ? 

Every sensible Jew. Zionist as well as non-Zionis, sul 
support the plea for4tolerance made to the meeting of a Jewish 
literary society by its President, Mr. George Bilainkin. when 
Colonel Gluckstein, M.P. delivered himself on the subject of 
Zionism and was severely criticised by the audience for his 
remarks, It must be admitted, however, that the paticnee o! 
the audience had been rather badly tried. The speaker. describ- 
ing himself as an Assimilationist, started out, for mmstance. b\ 
offering the opinion that it was completely ridiculous that Jews 
in. Britain, America, and other countries should be expected to 
20 10 Palestine, if they were quite happy where they were. [he 
answer is, of course, that nobody “ expects” such fortunate 
people rudely and unnecessarily to disturb their ethereal happr 
ness.

Replying to the discussion, Mr. Jacobs stressed 
that the conference had only been postponed out 
of necessity. Jews had to be more alert than 
ever. The motion put down by Capt, Ramsay 
would be considered by the local Defence Com- 
mittee, the Board of Deputies’ Defence Committec, 
which met on Tuesday in London, and the Board 
of Deputies. As far as the Gencral Election was 


concerned, he stressed, it had to be made clear 


to non-Jews that where anti-Semitism existed, not 


onty the Jews, but other sections of the community, 


too, suffered. : 

Mr. H. A. Nathan, J.P., reporting on the special 
Appeals Committee, said that an appeal of the 
Yeshiva for £10,000 had been approved after care- 
ful examination. The money would be used for 
providing residential quarters for students who had 
no homes.in Manchester and lived in uncongenial 
surroundings. Mr. Nathan reminded the audience 
that this community was pledecd for £300,000 
already for this year, and any further appeals 
would have to be spaced out. , 


Taxation for Education 


Mr. Samuel Davies, speaking on the question of 
communal taxation for Jewish education, suggested 
a system of taxation based on the holders of 
Synagogue scats. 

Mr. |. W. Goldberg and Mr. {. Gouldman, while 
supporting the scheme, wanted to see the parents’ 
responsibilny brought home to them. 

r, S. Oleesky suggested that not. only Syna- 
gogucs but all bodies affiliated to the Council 
should be taxed, and Mr. C. Stone proposed a 
levy on all Jewish adults on the basis of the Com- 
munal Register. This was supported by Clr. S. 
Needoff, who said the large appeals for block sums 
were becoming unpopular, except for philanthropic 
purposes, and Dr. A. Altmann, who stressed the 
great opportunity which must not be neglected 
to send Jewish teachers to the secondary schools 
provided by the new Education Bill. Mr. W. I. 
Simon and Mr, J. Bolchover also supported taxa- 
tion based on the Rewister.

Birmingham Hears Senior 
Chaplain’s Impressions 


A Military Service held in the Singer's Hill Syne- 
ogue, under the auspices of the Birmingham Jewish 

ospitality Organisation, was conducted by the 
Rev. Dr. A. Cohen, the Rev. W. Lewi, Rabbi R. 
Rabinowitz, and Chaplain Berman; and addresses 
were given by Chaplain Grossman (U.S. Forces) 
and Rabbi [. Brodie, $.C.F., who spoke about his 
visit to (wo concentration camps in Germany. 

The survivors at the camp, said Rabbi Brodie, 
wanted, not charity. but the opportunity to mend 
their broken lives. That was the message he. 
brought from that remnant of Isracl. Standing out 
among a confusion of impressions was the memory 
of Jewish survivors gathered round a flagstaff in 
Belsen, flying the Jewish flag, and singing 
Hatikvah.” 


American Thanks for Hospitality 


Following the service the congregation adjourned 
to the Communal Hall, where a bronze plaque was 
resented “ by the Jewish men and women of the 
JS. Army in grateful appreciation of the hospi- 
tality shown by the Bigningham Jewish Community 
during the Second World War.” . 

Mr. Joseph Cohen, Chairman of the Jewish 
Centre, presided. Colonel A. Lehrman, Officer 
Commanding the 12th Medical Centre H.Q., speak- 
ing in the name of the many units of the U.S. 
Forces stationed in the Midlands, said he hoped 
that the plaque would be an emblem of continued 
Anglo-American relationship in the post-war era. 

Mr. Sokobin, American Consul for Birmingham, 
presented the plaque to Mr. Ivan Shortt, Chair- 
man of the Representative Council of Birmingham 
Jewry. Mr. O. N. Rose, Hon. Secretary of the 
Centre, said that their canteen had served 82,000 
meals during its two years’ existence.

LEEDS GUARDIANS COMMENDED 
- BY LORD MAYOR | 


The Lord Mayor of Leeds, Alderman C. V. 
Walker, presided: at the annual meeting of sub- 
scribers to the Leeds Jewish Board of Guardians, 
held at the Jewish Institute. 

The Hon. Treasurer, Mr. Max Ziff, presenting the 
accounts, said that the figures for the year main- 
tained the high record of the Board, and he men- 
tioned the increase of £603 received in the past 
year by subscriptions and donations. The demands 
on the Victor Lightman Loan Fund, said Mr. Ziff, 
had been few during the past year, but it was antici- 
pated that there would be a substantial increase 
with the return to civilian life of Service men and 
women, He expressed appreciation of the work of 
the Charity Concert Committee, which, under the 
Chairmanship of Mr. Charles Sumrie, had raised 
the record sum of nearly £5,000 by that furntction. 
A certain portion ef this had been set aside toward 
the Post-War Emergency Fund as it was anticipated 
that the calls for assistance and rehabilitation of 
returning members of the Forces would eniail a 
heavy strain upon the Board's resources. 

The Lord Mayor said he was happy te represent 
the City of Leeds at that mecting, because Leeds 
Jewry was playing an important part in every sphere 
of the life of the city. It was a commendable thing 
that the Jewish community made the care of their 
poor their own particular concern, and he was glad 
to have that. opportunity of showing how much 
the help which the Jewish community rendered the 
City and their own people was welcomed and 
appreciated. 

Alderman H. Morris congratulated Mr. R. H. 
Hurwitz, the Board's Secretary, on his completion 
of 25 years’ service, and handed to him a cheque 
that had been subscribed by the members of the 
Executive in appreciation of his services. Eulogies 
of Mr. Hurwitz’s work were also paid by Mr. 
S. H. Lyons, Hon. Auditor, and Chas. Sumrie.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


The Sabbath-Breaker 


” And while the chiidren of Israel were in the 
wilderness, they found a man gathering sticks 
upon the Sabbath day. And they that found him 
rathering sticks brought him unto Moses and 
Aaron, and unto all the congregation. And they 
put him in ward, because it had not been declared 
what should be done to him. And the Lord said 
unto Moses: ‘The man shall surely be put to 
death; all the congregations shall stone him with 


Stones without the camp.” (Number 
bers 


THEN we read these words in our portion of the 
Law, they may very well fnghten us. We 
could abate this fear by reminding ourselves 

that it is not the breaking of the Sabbath, but the 
public blasphemy of God that is punished im this 
iWstanec, But the Passage may itcach us the lesson 
ol what the Sabbath means in Isract! 

In rabbinical literature the prohibition of work 
on the Sabbath plays an important part. We find 
enumerated in detat! what constitutes work. Rab- 
binical philosophy has often been attacked though 
rarely understood. It has to be remembered that 
the desecration of the Sabbath is simply tantamount 
fo atheism. Ihe Sabbath has a social aspect: 
masier, servant, and animal should have their rest. 
This social element to-day seems so natural to wus 
that we are inchned to forget that a world revolu- 
hon. occurred when the Jewish Sabbath—in the 
shape of the Christian Sunday—began its victorious 
course on the earth, However, the social aspect 
alonc does noi caplain the fervour of rabbinical 
philosophy, In a long sequence of negatives which 
cxpound m many paragraphs what musi not be 
donc, there blossoms one fruitful “* ves." The Sab- 
bath rest is not only freedom from work but is 
also action in which man tries 10 imitate God. Who 
comtemplates the perfection of his creatton—God 
saw cverything that He had made. and. behold.. it 
was very, good (Gen. 1, 3})}—and then rest. 

The end of Exodus xxxi, 17, is translated in the 
English version of the Jewish Publication Society 
ot America as follows: * He ceased trom work and 
rested.” =n the Authorised Version the words 
are: “ He rested and was refreshed.” Unfortu- 
translation. “ rested’ nor “* re- 
lvtshed,’ adequately conveys the meaning of the 
Hebrew word “ vayinofash.”’ Ihe translation 
Should read: “He was .constious of hs soul 
Man. like God. has to survey the world in its com- 
piction .on the seventh day: the heaven and the 
carth appear in the glory of the divine victory over 
chaos, a victory which includes death and suffering. 
It iS a victory over chaos m nature and history. 
The rest.on the Sabbath must be active, thus giving 
man a soul which is filled with the contemplation 
ol this eglory. 


HE will to such activity forms the background of 
ali the rabbinical philosophic arguments, with 
their numerous prohibitions. It. must have been 
obvious to the Rabbis of the past, as i 1s to the 
children of owr century, that all these. rules which 
prolubit behting a fire, travelling, spending moncy, 
carrying articles, writing, dome necdlework, paint- 
ing, Opening letiers, and cooking are detrimental 
iO geal Sabbath comfort rather than conducive to 
Nor ss one allowed to. smoke—a real sacrifice 
for the nervous creature of modern umes. But the 
Rabbis were concerned with enhancing the social 
function of the Sabbath as a day of resi, and with 
putting this rest to the.service of an acuivity which 
approaches the sacred, 
The commandment to keep the Sabbath is a 


Jewish law. We distinguish between biblical and 
rabbinical laws. The latier are subject to. historical 
development. The numerous prohiburons we fave 


just mentioned do not repiesent Jewish Law but 
the “fence round the Law.” In those additional 
commandments and prohibitions which | surround 
the actual Sabbath Laws, we discern the caperiencec 
of numerous. past generations who knew how to 
celebrate. the Sabbath. The advice resulting trom 
their -exaperience is. not a law, but Wise to 
consider and. eventually to follow it. A: man. who 
docs het observe the various instructions and pia- 
hibitions is not a sinner, but in ignoring the long 
experience of those who kept the Sabbath and were 
familiar with all that u--entatled, he wil most 
probably fail to kecp the Sabbath as it should be 
kept. 


Jewish children of thie 19ib and centunes 
have criticised so chergetically the “ stupid © 


laws which the Rabbis superimposed on the com- 
mandment to keep the Sabbailh, that. we have. been 
in danger of josing the Sabbath altogether. Very 
often. we did not realise that m= crificising we 
merely repeated what another, Paul, bad already 
said long before, although he criticised not only 
the fence. but the Law itself; His Jewish descen- 
dants in their condemnation of this fence round.the 
law have come near to Josing the Law. A great 
con of the 19th century, Rabbi N. A. Nobel, of 
Erankfort-on-Main, wrote the  followmg. 
in defence of the rabbinical philosophy: which sur- 
rounds the Sabbath commandment: “Ht ts true 
that the Rabbis have fenced and hedged in the 
hiblical Sabbath Law. Bul are there only tences 
consisting of iron railings? There are also living 
hedges which are part of the tender plants entrusted 
io. their keeping. And this is because they are 
themselves fed by the sap which mysicriously causes 
the plant to live. ‘Of such a kind ts the fence which 
law erecis around the noble plant of the Sabbath, 
lt is a flowering hedge, nourished by the sap oF a 
mysterious religious fervour, and it has never re- 
fused entry into the inner sanctuary of the Sabbath 
to those who have ardently and in relgious fervour 
yughi it.” 
Certainly: necessity breaks the Sabbath. But 
‘+ is also natural that the necessity which breaks the 
Sabbath destroys it.

A BLITZ MINISTER 


The Rev. S. M. Bromberger, who was inducted 
as the new minister at the Catford Synagogue on 
Sunday, was Resident Warden of the Buxton Strect 
Settlement and has been Welfare Minister of the 
United Synagogue for Bethnal Green and White- 
chapel districts during the past five years. 
During the worst period of the blitz Mr, Brom- 
berger visited the air-raid shelterers nightly, and 
conducted Sabbath, Festival, and Seder services for 
them. Some account of his splendid work is given 
in “‘ Cockney Campaign,’ Stepney’s record of the 
blitz, a book published by Councillor Frank R. 
Lewey, who was Mayor of Stepney in 1940-41. 
Mr. Bromberger also took an active part in youth 
work, was leader of the Jews’ Free School Boys’ 
Club since 1941, and was a platoon commander, 
with the rank of Lieutenant, in the 2nd Cadet 
Battalion, the Royal Fusiliers (J.L.B.). Mrs. Brom- 
berger was for nearly five years a member of the 
siafl of the Stepney W.V.S., and was an officer 
of the Stepney Girls’ Training Corps, Brady 
Company. 


DOGS OF WAR 


Not long ago an official dispatch was issued to: 


all Middle East Dog Sections by Officer Command- 
ine Police Dog Training School, which said: 

* The death has occurred suddenly at Geneifa of Ware 
Dog No. 9, Simi, at the age of four years. During two Years 
of active service he had 83 arrests to his credit, six of 
which succumbed to their injuries. His cnthusiasm was 80 
arcat that it often took two or three days for him to recover 
after a good case.” 

The contribution of the Palestine Service Dog 
Breeding . organisation to the war effort is little 
khown gencrally, for Simi, “ terror of Middle East 
thieves,’ whose * record stands as the best in the 
Middle East, including the Egyptian and Pales- 
tinian Police.” was but one of the many war dogs 
which Palestine has placed at the disposal of the 
Army. In fact, the overwhelming majority of 
Middle East war dogs come from Palestine. Simi's 
real name was Amit ben Kimeret, Simi being his 
“nom de guerre.” He was a Boxer dog,: and 
thus a descendant of that famous fighting dog 
strain, the: old “ cants britannicus.” 


Palestinian dog-breeding is still very young. it 
being only 10 years Since the first training course 
was arranged. Simi in 1942 was dcing duty at a 
Jewish settlement in the Emek.° He then left for 
the front with the very first dog squad. Many 
other dogs have since followed (especially Boxers 
and Alsatians), for the Yishuy placed every dog 
it could spare’ from the limited local supply at the 
Army's disposal. They have given an excellent 
account of themselves, states the Palestine Research 
Institute for Canine Psychology and Training at 
Haifa, and, as reported in Our Docs from a 
military .source: “. .. since the formation of this 
section in 1942 hundreds of thousands of pounds’ 
worth of property has been recovered hun- 
dreds of arrests made. This is partly because of 
the great moral effect these dogs have upon the 
natives: the very sight of the dog police makes 
them quake in their shoes. The Dog - Training 
School has never turned out a failure in Boxers.”

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CATFORD SYNAGOGUE 
Induction of the Rev. S. Bromberger 


The Rev. S. M. Bromberger was last Sunday 
inducted into office as the new Minister of the 
Catford Synagogue, at 53, Catford Hill, $.E.6. 
There was a large attendance. The officiating 
Ministers were Dayan Dr. 1. Grunfeld and the 
Rev. G. Rosenberg, of the Woolwich and Plum- 
stead Synagogue. 

Dayan Grunfeld, in his address, said that a 
minister to a congregation must first of all be 
endowed with the spirit of God. He must be a 
Sori even before he was a scholar. A minister 
must be a man of counsel, to whom his congregants 
can turn for sound advice not only in religious 
matters but in all their worries and troubles otf 
everyday life. He must have strength, courage, and 
backbone to stand up for his convictions; he must 
be able to lead a congregation and not to be led. 
A religious leader can never be he who was a 
“ Mesharet.’ a flunky who trembled before the 
mighty ones of his congregation: but rather 
a strong man who gave a tlead to _ his 
Kehilla, which after all ‘expected to be 
led. And finally, a munister must have fear 
of the Lord, for “the fear of the Lord is the 
beginning of wisdom.’ Whenever a minister made 
a decision he should not ask what will the people 
think of it, but how will it look in the sight of 
God, 

Paying a tribute to Mr. Bromberger’s work as 
Welfare Minister in the East End during the past 
five years and during the worst period of the blitz; 
Dayan Grunfeld said that as the Midrash pointed 
out, suffering for their people and with their people 
was the best qualification for leadership. The 
Dayan concluded with an appeal “ to rekindle the 
light of Judatsm ™ in their youth. There had 
seldom been a time more: suitable than the present 
to show their young that whenever Jewish ideals 
were disregarded, moral chaos was the result. If 
they were steadfast and loyal to the Torah their 
young would not feel themselves any longer merely 
as the objects of a blind anti-Semitism, but the 
proud pioneers of mankind's future. 

The Rev. S. M. Bromberger, in the course of 
his induction sermon, said that it would be his 
particular task continually to remind all those 
with whom he came in contact that as Jews they 
must display the very highest moral standards, and 
that in their neighbourly relationships thejr Jewish 
standard carried the inscription enunciated in the 
Old Testament, “*“ Thou shalt love thy neighboui 
as thyself.’ He would endeavour to make that 
Synagogue. the centre of communal and social 
activities, aswell as religious, educational. and 
cultural, and would try to be in fact the guide and 
personal friend of every one in the community, 
young.and old. 

After the service a reception was. held, and for 
the benefit of the Synagogue building fund there 
was an auction of gifts.

Jacobs, who wrote the Jewish Encyclopedia note on 


Astronomy, which Mr. Freed quotes, is an important 
pionecr in Anglo-Jewish studies, but he is not an infallible 
authority. His note on Herschel im the same Jewish 
Encyclopedia brings down his belief in Herschel's 
“ Jewish descent " to conjecture, a mention by one of 
his biographers, and the names Abraham, Isaac and 
Jacob in his family. though he says that his mother 
“does not appear to have been o1 the Jewish race.” 
1 wonder How far Biblical mames are a safe guide to 
Jewish descent.” Docs it apply to Isaac Newton or 
Abraham Lincoln. or Samuel Johnson? There is of 
course the surname, but I hardly think this German 
name, so frequently borne by Jews, is any more exclu- 
sively Jewish than its English equivalent. Hart, or that 
other Jewish "name. Rosenberg. But supposing Sir 
William Herschel were of “* Jewish descent.”’ (which may 
interest genealogists), what purpose is there jn telling 
the children in our Synagogue religion classes, to whom 
Young Jewry is circulated, that a man was a Jew 
who never throughout his long life regarded himself in 
any way as a Jew or as bound to Jews. and whose son. 
Sir John William Herschel, “though of considerable 
scientific importance,”” says Joseph Jacobs in the Jewish 
Encyclopedia, “was too far removed from Jewish influ- 
ence for notice here.”” Our religion classes are concerned 
with Judaism and with Jewish influcnce, and not with 
conjectural Jewish descent. Many years ago Dr 
Gotthard Deutsch, who was one of the Editors of the 
jewish Encyclopedia, to THe Jewisn Curonicu 
complaining of the “tendency to make everyone who 
comes into prominence a Jew” and admitting, that 
some of the biographical matcrial in the Jewish Encyclo- 
nedia had been at fault in this regard. as with Oto 
Lilienthal, the aviator; whom Zangewill had on the 
authority of the Jewish Encyclopedia claimed asc a lew 
quite argrce with Dr. Deutsch.” was Zanewili’s 
comment, “that the galaxy of Jewish ccicbrities is great 
enovugeh to permit .us to dispense with spurious Jews.”’ 
‘The whole matter is rather «mali in itself.”” Dr. Dentech 
wrote “It obtains its importance from the frequency 
of similar effences.”" Among: others, Dr. Deutsch referred 
to the claims of Jewish origin made for Lord Milner. 
Lord Goschen and the Baring family. and pointed out 
that they were descended from non-Jewish German immi- 
grants. In the same issue containing this letter Tut 
CHRONICLE had an article on John Bright 
referring to “ the tradition of a Jewish ancestry for Joho 
Brieht, It is a tradition and nothing clsc.”” it said. based 
onthe name Jacobs borne by one of his progenitors, but 
‘there is no evidence of anything’ Hebraic about the 
lacobs family.”’ There. are a host of such traditions 
There is that, for: instance, about Cardinal Newman who. 
ae a emall boy, used to play with Disracli in the garden 
of Bloomsbury Square. and whom even some of his 
ridgraphers describe as “a descendant of Dutch Jews.”’ 
lt appears. that his mother’s family were Huguenots who 
were’ exiled from France, and after spending a ecneration 
n Holland, settled in England. Dr. Roback who, in 
hic hook “Jewish Influence n Modern’ Thought,” 
draws attention to many imecorrect claims of . Jewish 
origin, once sugegcsted bringing out a publication entticd 
“Great Men Who Are Not and Never Were Jews.”

THEN AND NOW 


By AUNTIB 


HIS week's Sidra tells us how each tribe selected 

a man to go to the land of Canaan to find out 

what it was really like. The whole people 
shafed the responsibility by choosing one from each 
tribe to represent them. Let us think for a few 
moments and picture to ourselves what ¢hese 12 
men saw. — Their excitement must have been great 
to be chesen to be among the first to view Tue 
Lanp, and they were told definitely what they were 
to look for (see ch. 13, v. 17-20 of Numbers). They 
entered from the south at a good time of the year, 
when the grapes were just ripe and fit for cating. 
Everyone was impressed with the beauty of the 
country and. its growing crops, but startled to note 
the strong, fierce tribes who lived there... You can 
read the end of that story yourself in the Bible. 

Let uS cross the years, and what.do we then 
sec’? Israel has been banished from her home, the 
south, from which the spies entered, is the most 
undeveloped part of the country, due to lack of 
inrigation, marshy swamps, full of malarial germs, 
instead of green vegetation: waste and gauni deso- 
lation on every hand. Our land had become a. 
battleground for Babylon from the  north-cast 
against Egypt from the south-west. In our land, 
these two nations met and fought: they burnt the 
foresis and cut down trees. Later, the Romans cut 
down sull more trees and did not replace them. 
Without the trees, the rain-water ran down the hills 
into the valleys, carrying the soil with it, and left 
bare rocks where once had been fruitful vineyards 
and orchards, 

Let us leave this sad picture and bridge another 
big gap of years. We rub our eyes and can hardly 
believe what we now see. It must be the land that 
our forefathers. saw. On the once desolaic hills,

vineyards and fruit trees have again been planted. 
Forests have grown up. To make good the short- 


, age of water, we see Jewish colonists digging to tap 


the underground streams. It ts only about 60 years 
since these colonists began to plant trees and clear 
the malarral swamps. They planted cucalyptus 
trees, which spread their deep roots down below 
and soaked up the water in which the deadly mos- 
quito bred. In 1898, Theodor Herzl planted a tree. 
and .quickly ‘others followed him, until trees once 
more brought beauty back and the land produced 
iis food as of old. 

One of the first things that the Jewish colonists 
did was to introduce scientific methods of tihng 
the soil of Palestine, and in a very short time the 
growth of oranges, for exanmiple, was doubled. They 
saw that water was essential, and so they intro- 
duced machinery. worked by oil or gas motors for 
distributing water to-the various fields. Not only 
are trees and useful plantations cultivated, but there 
is & vast amount of dairy work and poultry farm- 
ing. The milk yield, for example, has been in- 
creased from 5,500 gallons in 1938 to over 400,000 
gallons last year. 

There are other activities, of course. Some of 
the Jews are engaged in quarrying stone from the 
hitis outside Jerusalem for houses and other build- 
ings. Places seem to grow under your very ¢cyes. 

1 expect you would all like to pay a visit to the 
kibbutz Kfar Noar Hadati. It is for boys and 
girls from 12 to who wish: to do agricultural 
work, There is a dairy and poultry farm, vege- 
tables and fruit are grown, while the workshops 
teach the young colonists to be carpenters or metal 
workers: the girls bake bread and mend clothes, 
All spend four months in each section of the 
work, in its own hospital, and then they can 
specialise in whatever branch they choose. 

I think the spies would be surprised if they stood 
on Mount Scopus to-day and saw our own Univer- 
sity flourishing there. The words that Disraeli once 
uttered of the Jews are coming true: “ A race that 
persist in celebrating their vintage, although they 
have no. fruits to gather, will regain — their 
vineyards.”

*‘uncocked.’ With assistance he recocked it. and 
his second shot was a direct hit, causing the arm- 
oured car to caich fire, The efiect on the moral 
of both our own and Elas troops was a deciding 


factor in the early repulse of the attack. 


“Rfm. Fink’s Piat continued: in effective action 
against buildings until his ammunition was -ex- 
hausted. . His prompt action, fearlessness under 
fire, and cool conduct throughout the action were 
an example to the men around him. 

* Throughout the following day he tended the 
wounded, one serious, in the capacity of medical 
orderly. and in the absence of medical facilities, 
until 16.00 hours, when relief arrrved from Athens. 
His medical knowledge, care, and gerilencss were 
invaluable, and his confident handling of the 
wounded went a long way towards relieving their 
anxiety, due to lack of protessional attendance.” 

Rim. Fink's parents, Mr. and Mrs. M. A. Fink, 
are in New York. His brother ts Mr. R. Fink, of 
S6. Highpoint, North Hill, London, N.5. The 
Rifleman is 24, and he was formerly a member ot 
the Golders Green Beth Hamedrash and the Chug 
Dati.

Our first care was to reconsecrate the 
Synagogue, and I cannot describe to you the feel- 
ings and the moving scenes during that special ser- 
vice in the crowded litle Synagogue. Nor can | 
attempt to tell you how touched we were when men 
kissed our Brigade flash with the Magen David as 
it dawned on them who we were. 

“ Our: experience of the last few weeks com- 
prises hundreds of such incidents, and Our activities 
spread from community to community wih a zeal 
inspired by the knowledge that we are. searching 
for brothers.” 7 

One of the members of Bachad now serving with 
the Brigade has described how they found in a 
small town named Lugo, near Bologna, a Syna- 
gogue and 20 Sifrei Torah, Only four Jewish 
families had remained, he added.

Lecture by Mr. David Hillman 


ae David Hillman, the well-known Jewish 

+ Bave a lantern lecture last week at the 
anelo-Palestinian Club on “Jewish Masters of 
amting. 

In the course of his lecture, Mr. Hillman said 
that few Jewish artists had anything to show or 
convey, and there was no message in their work 
To all intents and purposes. therefore, their work 
was useless. He found that Jewish artist« seldom 
knew very much about Judaism, Jewish history 
and the Talmud the reason being that orthodox 
People did not encourage art. Glicenstem, the 
sculptor, was one of the few Jewish artists whom 
he knew who was well versed in Talmud and 
Gemata, The greatest Jewish artist. in his opinion. 
was Solomon J. Solomon, who used to teach him 
(Mr. Hillman) at the Royal Academy, tyit as far 
as Jewish art was concerned. Solomon did very 
ith. Mr. Hillman exhibited some examples of 
his Own stain glass work, and said that in this 
he had tried to express in as small a space as 
possible cxamples of Jewish art, all the subjects 
being taken from Jewish prayers. the Machzor, 
the Bible, and the commentaries. He was soon 
going 10 take a selection of these windows io 
Palestine. The message he had tried to convey by 
thts work was an appeal to the outside world for 
the recognition of the Jews as a nation. Jewish 
art, he said in conclusion, could only flourish in 
Palestine, where the Jews studied their own 
language and Bible in their own home

THE JEW AS ARTIST 
Dr. Roth's Ben Uri Lecture 


Dr. Cecil gave an historical survey of Jewish 
participation in art when he lectured to the Ben Un 
Society at 14, Portman Street, W.1. recentiy. Mrs. 
Robert B. Solomon presided. 

Dr. Roth said it now appeared more probable that 
Christian art did not derive, as was formerly be 
heved, from Egypt, but probably, like almost every- 
thing else in Christianity, was taken over by the 
Church from the Synagogue 

There was a period, when Jews observed the second 
commandment titerally, and banned everything 
approaching to human likeness from thew Syne 
gogues and homes, At other trmes there was what 
they might call an iconolatrous period when they 
admitted images. The periods of iconoclasm and 
iconolatry alternated; in the Mosicm countries the 
Jews became rigorously 

Through the Middle Ages:the number of Jewish 
artists grew and there were a number of cases where 
lews certainly did not eschew the arts—they knew, 
for example, of a Jewish goldsmith to King Alphonso 
of Naples—and this went on beyond the Middle 
Ages and the renarssance 

Dr. Roth named Jewrh painters of some eminence 
and said that in northern Europe they Degan to get 
a whole tradition of Jewish artists in the 17th and 
18th centuries and it became conventional for Je wish 
Rabbis almost without. excepuon to have ther 
portraits painted and afterwards engraved and im 
one or two cases they were even modelled The 
prominent Engish miniaturist, Alexander Cooper, 
became a -proselyitec to Judaism—he was not the 
only Jewish proselyte who was an artrst, 

it was not the fact, concluded the tecturer, that 
until the 19th century the Jews were cut off from art 
by reason of their over-rigid observance of the Ten 
Commandments There had. been a long tradition 
of Jews practising the arts even for Synagogal pur 
poses. It now remained to be discovered and i 
was the task. of the Ben Uri Society— whether in 
any of this work of Jewish authdrship there was any 
thing which could properly be regarded as Jewrsh art

HOME SECTION 


Hardship in 
Education 


HEN the new Education Act became law early 
this year, it was confidently hoped by most of 
the progressively minded people who wel- 

comed the measure that the result would be to 
increase the educational facilities for everybody, 
and make it not only possible but probable that 
every child would receive the education it could 
assimilate, irrespective of the financial meafs of 
its parents. tt was, further, the expressed 
intention of those who framed the law to 
lower the barriers at present separating those 
children whose parents could pay high fees from 
those for whom this was impossible. 

Now already, before the Act has been in force 
for more than a couple of months, a state of affairs 
has arisen which is the very negation of those desir- 
able progressive conditions. For many big gram- 
mar schools which, under the new Act, could 
become more generally available.to boys and girls 
of the less wealthy parents, have forgone the State 
grant in order to remain “ independent,” and to 
recoup themselves have therefore elected to raise 
their fees, with the result that they exclude from 
their institutions any but the children of parents 
who are able to pay the still higher fees than those 
which have hitherto obtained. 

They thus render themselves free of the official 
control of the central educational authorities in 
Whitehall. But what is going to be one of the 
most important results? A child at present a pupil 
in such a school where his parents may already 
be paying a fairly high fee will have to leave that 
school if his parents are unable to meet the new 
financial burden. . And in many cases the alterna- 
tive locally or clsewhere to less expensive cducation 
for the victim simply does not exist. The new Act, 
it is true provides eventually for the establishment 
of many more secondary schools, and for the 
transformation of present senior elementary schools 
into such higher-standard institutions. But a 
secondary school 4s not made: by the changing of a 
name, and the personnel and equipment of many 
of the existing senior schools cannot, particularly 
in present circumstances, be deemed a proper sub- 
stitute for dealing with the child who hitherto has 
received the advantages of a real secondary educa- 
tion at a long-established school, 

So most parents will obviously submit to what 
iS force| majeure, and do all in their power to pay. 
the new \lecressed prices in order not to interrupt 
the education of their child. 

Limiting the Best 

Yet ts such a course cither desivable or in 
accordance with the intentions of the new Act? 
An early and obvious evil of the new system will 
be the direct encouragement thus given to the most 
responsible class of parent to limit their families. 
For quite naturally the parent of several boys and 
girls, whose education will now cost nearly double 
what i -once did, be at the greatest 
disadvantage. 

Again, the schools whose fees are now to be- 
come prohibitive to all but a wealthy minority 
will become more exclusive on financial grounds 
only, which nrust exclude from them the children 
of some high#y deserving, if not so well-cndowed, 
sections monetarily of the community, 

Those parents whose children have been attend- 
ing these schools ought to make it their business 
to ventilate their views, in an effort to ensure that 
the real purposes of the Act are enforced... It 1s 
sometimes argued by those who advocate the present 
policy of increased financial exclusiveness in some 
of the older grammar schools that they have valu- 
able traditions to maintam which they cannot. carry 
on under the general educational policy of. the 
country. kt is interesting to inquire into these 
traditions, 
were originally founded by benetaciors for the 
laudable purpose of educating the children of: the 
poor, since the wealthier sections of the community 
in those days mvyariably employed. private tutors 
for their families. To these modest establishments 
came the first scholars of schools which to-day, on 
the very grounds of tradition, would exclude from 
their ranks all but the offspring of the wealthy! 

Then, it is assumed m certain quarters that a 
central educational authorily is quite incapable of 
either respecting ot maintaining local traditions in 
a particular school. But if, instead of being forced 
to deal with only newly created and modern 
schools, the central educational authority was made 
equally responsible for the older type of school 
with a tradition, surely that type of educationist 
for whom tradition was a valuable asset would also 
be attracted to the central educational service. of 
the State. 

The main -point about this new and unfortunate 
turn in educational affairs is that the children of 
thre professional! classes, the children whose parents 
in ihe nature of things are best able at the present 
stage of development to appreciate the amenities 
of such. schools, will be the first to be debarred 
from their benefits. We are likely to revert to a 
snobbery of wealth again. I is a question to put 
to candidates mn the forthcoming clection! 


THE PACIFIST MOVEMENT 


Mr. Victor Gollancz, speaking at a meeting heid 
at Central Hall, Westminster, last Thursday cvening, 
organised by the National Peace Council, cited the 
Jews of Palestine as an example of how conditions 
can change man. The meeting was so overcrowded 
that an overflow meeting was held at the Livingstone 
Hall. Prot. Norman Bentwich presided, and the 
first two speakers were Dr. C. E. M. Joad, and the 
Rey. Leslic D. Weatherhead, the latter asserting 
that the first essential of a true peace was a change 
in human nature, without which changing conditions 
would be of no avail. 

Mr. Gollancz, said he also attached the greatest 
importance to the growth of religious consciousness, 
but he thought that changing conditions could do 
much to change man. He described the root cause 
of the war as not being German wickedness, but the 
opportunities given to gangsters in every country, 
by poverty and depression.
